A Subdistricts: *“...and draining, dredging,
and alteration of the water table or water
level for other than mineral extraction”

410.25,J - Water Supply
410.25,K - Surface Water Quality
410.25,N - Groundwater Quality

Review and Permitting

A Interactive and collaborative review process

A Qutside agency technical review (MGS, DWP,
DEP, and IFW), and same hydrologic report

A The potential for the activity to create an undue =
adverse impact on the environment (2)

A Assessment of sustainability of resource

A Consideration of groundwater/surface water
(streams and wetlands) relationships, including
cumulative impacts

A Monitoring and reporting, change permit if
Impact detected
